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Yefterday arrived a Mail from Holland. 


The moft material Advices are from the Court of Ruffia, 
being Letters from the Velt Marjhal Cae Mech: 
dated the 20th of May laf O.S. from bis Army at 
Wablfat bebind the Lines of Precop, of which the fol- 
lowing Extrad bas been communicated by the Czarina’s 
Ambaffador at the Hague,to the Prefident of the Affimbly 
of the States General. 


March’d on with the Army without Interruption» 
till the 6th in the Evening, when the Enemy ap- 
peared in Sight near the little River Drutzkay. Next 
Day a great Body of Tartars poited themfelves op- 
pofite to our Right Wing, over-againft Kafikkarmen. 
On the 8th I fent out 5 large Detachments to give 
the Enemy Chace, and in a little time they fent me 
two Prifoners they had taken, by whom I learned 
that the Army of the Tartars, confifling of above 
100,000 Men, was encamp’d near Czernoy Dolenti, 
but 20 Leagues from our’s, and that it was com- 
manded by the Kan of the Tartars in Perfon, who 
was joined by all the Princes of the Crim Tartary. 
Mean time the 5 Detachments which I had made, 
advancing a little too forward, were quickly encom- 
by above 30,000 Tartars who attacked them ; 
t they defended themfelves with great Bravety, and 
were timely relieved by a frefh Detachment that [ 
fent them of Horfe, Foot and fome Cannon, which, 
with the Lofs of very few Men, obliged the Tartars 
to retire. Major General Spiegel and Colonel Weii- 
bach were both wounded upon this Otcafion, and a 
Lieutenant of Dragoons, and one of my Adjutants 
are among the Slain. 

* The oth wasa Day of Reft for my Troops ; but 
‘ the next Day I cauied the whole Army to march 
‘ again in fquare Battalions, that we might front the 
* Enemy every Way, in cafe of an Attack: But that 
‘ and the two Days following the Enemy retired as fatt 
‘ as we advanced ; fo that every Night we came to the 
* very Ground from which the Tartars had decamped 
« in the Morning. I was then informed by a Prifoner, 
* that all the Inhabitants of the Crim Tartary, fit to 
* bear Arms, had received Orders to join their Army, 
‘ and he confirmed that it confifted of above 109,000 
‘ Men. On the 13th two Couriers were intercepted, 
‘ who were going to the Kan, with Letters from Con- 
‘ flantinople. The Difpatches were brought to me, 
‘ which contained original Letters from the Grand 
* Vizier. 

‘ The 14th the Army refted again; but had fcarce 
begun their March the next Day, when it was far- 
rounded by the Tartars, who attacked our {quare Bat- 
talion in Front and Rear. I did not think proper'to 
fire the {mall Arms, but cannonaded thetm with fuch 
Vigour, Difpatch, and Succefs, that the Tattars were 
broke and put into Diforder, and every-where re- 
pulfed with Lofs, which was much the greater, by 

reafon of the Precipitancy of their Flight. At the 

fame time, without halting, we continued our March, 
and penetrated thro’ the Midit of them towards Pre- 
cop, attacking them by the Way, which them 
into fach a Conflernation, that they retired, in the 
utmoft Hurry, behind their trong Lines; and we 
went and incamped, without any Hinderance, in 

Sight of that Fortrefs. Our Lofs that Day was very 
inconfiderable. 

‘ The 16th we refted again ; but next Day I ad- 
vanced with my Army under the very Cannon of 
Precop 5 upon which the Tartars made a very vigo- 
sous Sall? ffom their Line ; but they were briskly re- 
pulfed by our Coffacks of the Don River, who killed 
‘ feveral of their Men. On the 18th and foth I 
* formed a falfe Attack on the Enemy’s Right Wi 
* by which Means B obliged them to bend thei 
* Force that Way, and the greateft Part of thei 
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© non, and took Advantage of that Change of their 
* Bituatien to bombard -Fort Precop on both sthole 
* Days. 

‘ Yehterday, after Sun-fet, I decartped with the 
Army, and we marched all Night towards the Ene- 
my’s Left Wing, it being fo dark that they did not 
perceive our Approach, and at Day-break, juft as the 
Kan was at his Mortiing Prayers, we attacked their 
Lines, ad at 4°o’Clock in the Morning forced them, 
after avery fharp and obfiinate Difpute ; for the Lines 
were exceeding flrong, and fortified with Stone 
Towers abcut a Cannon-fhot from each other; but 
it has pleafed Almighty God, that we have fur- 
mounted the Difficulties, and gained a Vidtory, 
which isthe more compleat, becaufe our whole Army 
is now entered into the faid Lines, after having taken 
by Storm five of the Towers which defended them, 
and fevera!l Pieces of Cannon, which they had levelled 
at our Intrenchment. The Kan, who attacked our 
-Army with above 100,000 Men, had much ado to 
get off with his Life, and his Army followed in fuch 
Diforder, as isnot eafy to be reprefented. All the 
Tartars, in thort, are. fied into Crim Tartary, to 
which the forcing of the Lines has now opened our 
Way; and I have this Day taken fuch Meafures, 
that I have cut off all Manner of Communication on 
the Part of the Turks and Tartars, with the J] hou- 
fand Janizaries that are in the Town.and Caftle of 
Precop. ! 

* Of all this I fhall forthwith fend a more exaé and 
circumftantial Account; but, in the mean time, | 
may add to what is above, that the ‘Tartars have loft 
a great Number of Men, befides the many Prifoners 
we have taken; whereas, on our Part, we had only 
a Captain, anda few Soldiers killed at the taking of 
the Lines, and a Lieutenant and fome Soldiers 
wounded. 

A Letter from Petersburg of June 2. O. S. brings 
thefe farther Particulars, That the ‘Tartars Intrench- 
ment, which had a Ditch before it 48 Ells broad, was 
~ Ruilian Miles-in Length, and 16 Ells in Height ; 
that Count Munich's Ariny confiiled of 80 Battalions, 
55 Squadrons, and 30,000 Coffacks and Calmucks ; 
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_ that the fcaling Ladders being two fhort to reach the 


Top of the Intrenchment, the Rufflians made ufe of 
Chevaux de Frife, which they tied to one another, and 
by that Means clambered up to the Top, in Defiance 
ofa Shower of Arrows and Darts from the Tartars ; 
that the Kan, when he fied, left his Tent behind ; that 
the Suburb of Precop, which is behind the Intrench- 
ment, was pillaged immediately after the Aétion, not- 
withftanding Count Munich had ordered the Soldiers 
not to enter it, for fear {ome Ambuth had been laid there 
by the Tartars ; that the Town of Precop is only forti- 
fied witha Rampart of Earth, which is pretty broad, 
and flanked at proper Diftances by Redoubts of Stone, 
and that the Ruilians are actually entered into Crim 
Tartary. 

The News of the above-mentioned Victory is more- 
over confirmed -by an Exprefs which the Baron de 
Brackel, the Uzarina’s Envoy Extraordinary at Berlin, 
veceived on the 12th Inftant O. S. with this Addition, 
that after the Action, Count Munich forced the Iithmus 
which joins the Peninfula of Crim Tartary to the No- 
gajan lartary, and not only open’d the Bar at Precop, 
which fhut upthe intrance into the Crim Country; but 
had taken the Town and Caftle of that Name, and 
then entered with his Army iato Crim Tartary. 

Mean time the News we'had of the Conqueft of 
Afoph feems dubious; for according to the Advices 
from Petersburg, M. de Keyzerling, Aid de Camp to 
Velt Marfhal Lafcy, who carries on the Siege, arrived 
at the Ruflian Court on the 31ft ult. with an Account 
that the faid General had ereéted feveral new Batteries 
and doubled his Fire again{t the Place, tho’ he hada 


- mumerous and ferviceable- Train of Artillery, and all 


Neceflaries in Abundance, except Water, which was 
indeed very bad, and tho’ he had repulfed the Befieged 
in a vigorous Sally they made, yet the Garifon had 
Ammunition and Provifions enough for a whole Year : 
However the Marfhal hoped to be foon Mafter of the 
Piace, becaufe the Befieged did not fire in the Night, 
which gave his Troops the more Time to carry on their 
Approaches, while the Ruffian Flotilla deprived the 
Befieged of all Hopes of Succours. M. de Keyzerling 
adds, that one Day as this Marfhal was going in his 
‘nariot to the Camp, he had like to have been taken 
napping by a Party of 70o Tartars, who furprifed him 
fo fuddenly, that he had but juft time to make his 
Lfcape upon the Back of one of the Coach Horfes, leav- 
sug all his Equipage and Papers to the Plunder of the

declare, ‘ That they don’t meafi to include the Emperor

« employ’d his Mediation to prevent it; and that there- 
« fore the Grand Signior hopes that he wiil have no- 
« thing to do with the War, which is Boing to be un-
